ANNIVERSARY OF THE QUEEN’S 
CORONATION. 


Tux auniversary of the Coronation of her Majesty 
was kept in London in the usual manner on Tuesday. 
From an early hour the bells of the City and West- 
End churches rang merry peals, and the Royal 
Standard was hoisted on the public buildings. The 
Royal Arsenal at Woolwich, and the Government 
Dockyards at Devonport, Portsmouth, and Chatham, 
were closed. At Woolwich there was a review of the 
troops stationed at that garrison, the town represent- 
ing very much the appearance of a Bank Holiday. 
In the morning at Windsor, the bells of St. George’s 
Chapel and parish church pealed merrily, and Royal 
salutes were fired in the course of the day in the 
Long Walk and at Virginia Water.

Her Majesty and Princess Beatrice are expected 
to reside at Windsor Castle for about three weeks, 
and will then proceed to Osborne.

THE ROBBERY OF 
MR. STEWART’S REMAINS. 


Tue confessions of the men concerned in stealing’ 
the body of Mr. Stewart, the American millionaire, 
have enabled the Star of New York to give’ 
names, dates, and references which throw light 
upon the mystery. The narrative is sufficiently 
circumstantial to appear truthful. Details of 
the negotiations between the thieves and Mr, 
Stewart’s representatives show that the body was 
first removed to New Jerséy, and then brought’ back 
to New York and embalmed, causing death by 
inoculation to the embalmer. It was then taken to 
Montreal and hidden in a barge on the St. Lawrence 
river. Subsequently it was removed to West Chester 
county (not New Jersey, as previously stated), where 
it was buried in a spot near Mount Vernon, known 
only to Edward Kelly, whose brother was the prin- 
cipal robber. 

The inference to be drawn from the confessions is 
that Judge Hilton, the representative and chief 
inheritor of Mr. Stewart’s wealth, is not willing to 
pay the ransom of twenty-five thousand dollars 
demanded. The Star’s detective says privately that 
he is willing to pay the money, but will give no 
indemnity against a prosecution.

| The hull proper—that is to say, the iron and 
steel construction—of the Polyphemus resembles 
somewhat that of the once celebrated Winans 
cigar-ship—that is to say, she is more or less pointed 
at the ends, while her midship section approaches 
the circular; more nearly, however, resembling an 
ordinary ship with an arched deck. Upon this struc- 
ture is mounted a superstructure of iron and timber, 
consisting of a main deck running fore and aft, and 
above it a hurricane deck. At intervals along the 
sides of the hurricane deck will be placed six turrets— 
three on either side—which will carry the heaviest 
class of Nordenfelt guns, and pour a Gatling-like 
fire from each side, as is depicted. Protruding up- 
würds through this eck are two protected conning 
towers, one ut each end, which are rigidly connected 
with the main structure of the vessel, and which 
form means of ingress and egress to and from her 
interior. There are also two ventilators and a smoke 
funnel, which are likewise connected with the main 
body of the ship. The superstructure itself may all 
be shot away without in any way injuring the vessel 
proper or impairing her powers, save only as 
regards the Nordenfelt guns. ‘The steam steering 
apparatus is placed below, over the after boiler 
room, and the steering room is in telegraphic 
communication with the forward conning tower. 
She will be propelled by twin screws, which ate 
carried in framings, one on each side near her stern. 
These screws are threa-bladed, 14 ft. in diameter, 
from 15 ft. to 17 ft. pitch, aud with a blade surface 
in each screw of 45ft. She is also fitted with two 
rudders, which are placed under her hull near her 
bows, and can be lowered for use and raised again 
into recesses, in which they are ordinarily carried. 
They are intended to be used for special manoeuvring 
purposes.

CONFERENCE or ANGLERS.—A. conference of delegates 
representing sa en and provincial angling socicties 
was held last Monday evening at the Society of Arts, John- 
street, Adelphi—Mr Green, president of the West Central 
Association, in the chair.

roceedings, pointed out the necessity which existed for the 
etter protection of the fresh water fish of the country, and 
said that the present time atiordeda favourable opportunity 
for them to pass the amendments which it was thought 
ht to be made in the bill brought in by Mr. Mundellw in 
1878. At the conclusion of the chairman’s remarks the 
delegates proceeded to consider a series of resolutions, 
seven in number, framed with the yiew to the better pro- 
tection of fresh water fish. On the motion of Mr. Strong 
(Sheffield Angiers? Association), seconded by Mr. Guest, 
it was resolved—“ That it is desirable to empower 
any fish protection society to appoint, by writing, 
under the hand of the chairman, a sufficient number 
of water bailiffs, who should be authorised to search, 
seize, and summon.” Resolutions having been adopted 
condemning netting in public waters, and suggesting 
that persons in the possession of instruments for killing 
fish “unfairly” in sufficiently suspicious circumstances 
should be liable to prosecution, it was determined that the 
close season for pike and perch should be four months— 
viz,, from March 1 to June 30, After some discussion, in 
which Mr. A. Jardine, Mr, J. P. Wheeldon; and others 
took part, it was further resolved that the period between 
April 1 and June 30 should be the close season for all fresh- 
water fish other than pike and rouch ; that it was desirable 
that the Freshwater Fisheries Act, 1878—so far as it related 
to coarse fish—and the Amending Act, 1881, should be kept 
free from the Salmon Acts Consolidation Bill; and that a 
deputation from the meetin should wait upon Sir J. 
Bailey, M.P., Mr. Dillwyn, M P., Mr. Dodds, M.P , and 
Mr. Howard, M.P., in reference to the resolutions passed 
at the conference.

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MR. L. E. MYERS, CHAMPION SPRINTER OF THE UNITED STATES, TRAINING. 


MORE STARS FOR AMERICA AND 
STRIPES FOR ENGLAND! 


We copy from The Boys’ Illustrated News the 
characteristic portrait of Mr. L. E. Myers, which is 
worthy the well-won reputation of that best of 
youths’ journals for lifelike drawings of athletic 
celebrities. The two famous American athletes— 
L. E. Myers and E. Merrill—who recently arrived in 
this country, made their first Hublio appearance in 
England last Saturday afternoon at Stamford- 
bridge, the occasion being the Second Summer 
Meetingof the London AthleticClub. Unfortunately, 
the weather was of the most wretched character. 
Rain fell heavily all through the early part of the 
afternoon ; but held up just before the time set for 
the decision of the important races. As nearly 


everyone went to see the Americans, some of the : 


handicaps might, with advantage, have been post- 


poned. 

Mr. Myers, of the Manhattan Athletic Club, New 
York, is a slim, short young fellow, weighing only 
about 8 st. 21b. His American record is a marvellous 
one; and, after the form shown by him on Saturday, 
there can be no reason to doubt the performances 
with which he has been credited. He runs from 100 
yards to a mile, but is seen to the greatest advantage 
at the intermediate distances—300 yards, a quarter- 
mile, half-mile, and 1000 yards. Immediately after 
the walking-match, won by Merrill, came a level 
1 race, in which Mr. Myers met five 

nglish amateurs—Messrs. W. P. Phillips, A. 8. 
Smith, S. H. Baker, T. A. Guinness, and J. P. Mus- 

tt—all members of the L.A.C. Of these five, 
hillips is decidedly the best. 

On the vistol being tired Myers took the lead, but 


was quickly passed by Baker and Muspratt. Near- 
ing the top of the ground he had to go outside his 
men, and certainly must have lost a yard or two. 
This, however, as it happened, made no difference. 
Coming right away in magnificent style, Myers had 
a certain victory a long way before reaching the 
tape. Not one of his A: prom ` could go the pace 
with him. He half looked round as he was finishing, 
and yet won by ten or a dozen yards. The 
official time was 49 4-5 sec., which is 3-5ths 
of a second faster than the previous best amateur 
record in England. Phillips was second, four yards 
in front of Smith. Myers’s action in running is 
perfection, and was the subject on Saturday of 
unstinted admiration. On Saturday, July 2, at 
Stamford-bridge, Myers is expected to take part in 
n half-mile level race, and Merrill ina three miles 
level walking race.

My gracious! what a lot of pretence and humbug 
would be stripped from the world then ! 


Borrow Monsieur Jules Verne’s wings of imagin- 
ation, and you can in a twinkling perform this 
salutary operation in fancy by transporting your- 
selves to the Comet! You twig that flickering 
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light on the face of the Comet? That's 
merely his smile at the dense stupidity of 
the Millions in the Monarchical and Feudal 
Countries of the Old World! The Comet wags 
his bright tail with laughter as he roars at the 
meek submissiveness of the labouring Peoples, 
who are content to let the titled peers and purse- 
proud rich ride over their toil-worn bodies.

dering the bequests of benevolent citizens 
in gluttonous feasts—and saw an Imperial 
Parliament returned to remedy these and 
other evils wasting days and weeks over a 
reform for one portion of the kingdom 
only.
